2. Citations and explanations 

The subject matters of claims 1-21 and 23-26 are neither disclosed in any of the documents cited in the 
ISR nor appear to be obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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VOL Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

Among the compounds of claims 1-8 and 10, only "a compound wherein ring A represents an 
unsubstituted benzene, furan or thiophene ring; W represents a nitrogen atom, R l represents a cyano group, and 
ring C represents a benzene ring with no further substitution" (hereinafter "the disclosed compound") has a 
clear and concrete description about the manufacture and the possibility of being used as an androgen receptor 
agonist in the description. 

Usually, those which are capable of interacting, as an agonist, with a receptor are limited to compounds 
having a specific constitution, size, functional group, polarity and the like. 

On the other hand, compounds of similar constitutions include those which work as an androgen receptor 
antagonist (see, for example, JP, 2002-88073, A and WO, 02-00617, A2). 

Therefore,' it is not possible to assume that the other compounds of claims 1-8 and 10 than the disclosed 
compound can be used as an androgen receptor agonist in the same manner as the disclosed compound and 
these compounds are not regarded as being supported sufficiently by the description. 

The same applies to the subject matters of claims 11-21 and 23-26, which use the compounds of claims 
1-8 and 10 other than the disclosed compound. 

Since claims 1-8, 10-21 and 23-36 include a form which is not sufficiently supported by the description, 
it is not possible to give a significant opinion on their novelty, inventive step and industrial applicability. 

Therefore, the international preliminary examination is performed only on the disclosed compound, the 
method for producing it, and pharmaceuticals and the like which contain it. 
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
